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NOTES BY THE PUBLISHERS. 



Numerous letters have been received commending in warm terms the typo- 
graphical appearance of the May number of the Register. We adopt this 
method of returning' thanks to those who have thus extended encouragement to 
our end of the undertaking, and of adding the assurance that future numbers 
will equal, and, if possible, excel the first number in typographical beauty and 
accuracy.

For the sake of the appearance of this department of the Register, we re- 
quest those who send cards for insertion to limit the amount of matter to four 
lines. This practice will insure a much neater card. Those who now have more 
than that amount of matter in their cards, would improve the effect by authoriz- 
ing us to take out the excess.
